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REPORT OF TRUSTEES BAKER FREE LIBRARY. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Bow: 


During the past year the Baker Free Library has made 
reasonable progress. Substantial additions have been made 
to the library, both in books and periodicals. Branch libra- 
ries have been established at the homes of Hamilton M. 
Colby and Frank E. Woodbury. The library is open upon 
Wednesday and Saturday of each week from two to five 
o'clock in the afternoon. The increasing use of the library 
indicates that it is and will be of genuine and increasing 
value to the town. The special fund of $10,000 created by 
the town of Bow is now invested as follows: $5,000, loaned 
to Samuel Kauffman and wife, secured by a mortgage on 
real estate in Rice county, Kansas; $3,000, loaned to Alvin 
Schulz and wife, secured by a mortgage on real estate in 
McPherson county, Kansas; and $2,000, loaned to Charles 
J. Lundquist, secured by a mortgage on real estate in Mc- 
Pherson county, Kansas. A copy of the treasurer’s report, 
showing the income and expenses for the year ending 
February 15, 1917, is submitted herewith.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of Bow: 


We will submit to you the following report most respect- 
fully : 


Thirty-four weeks of school have been maintained in each 
district, with a few days off during the excitement of the 
disease which prevailed in adjoining towns. 

Quite a few teachers were ill and excellent substitutes 
were employed, consequently no serious delay resulted. 

The attendance for the year was good. 

The flags received honor, they were in evidence always, 
the teachers teaching pupils the highest love and respect 
for the ‘‘red, white and blue.”’ 

White school deserves praise for the interest shown by 
the parents. <A fine fiag-staff was presented by Bert Alex- 
ander, the neighbors assisting in putting in position the 
same. The bushes were cut out of the yard, grading was 
hauled around the schoolhouse which adds greatly to the 
appearance. © 

One pupil, Walter B. Alexander, should have mention 
for his perfect attendance, not missing a day, not tardy or 
dismissed for five consecutive years. The school board 
respected this fact and presented him a fine book of adven- 
ture. 

The teacher at Bow Mills did a great deal of work out- 
side of the school for the interest of the pupils, giving an 
entertainment, the proceeds giving them a piano, maps, 
curtains, etc., the parents kindly assisting in the enter- 
prise. 

The school at the River road, taught two extra weeks, 
the last week being given the pupils in honor of the patri- 
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otic sentiment of the month—Linecoln’s birthday, George 
Washington’s birthday soon to follow, as well as a notice 
of St. Valentine’s day. | 

The interior of North Bow schoolhouse was repaired and 
put in fine condition. Minor repairs have been made in 
other schoolrooms, making them more comfortable. Other 
work should be made on some of the buildings this year. 

The Department of Public Instruction have sent us cir- 
eculars relating to the condition of the outhouses. They 
have made some inspections and reported unfavorably. 
This matter can be more fully explained at the annual meet- 
ing of the district. 

The pupils mentioned below have been on the roll of 
honor, some for one term, some for more and others for the 
school year. I would like to state it more plainly, but have 
not obtained the exact statement.
